-= Any media may be used to design the entry. 

- All designs must include the denomination (“Forever”) and the country of origin (either as: 
US, USA, United States, or United States of America). 

- All information must be completed on the official entry form. Attach it to the back of the 
finished stamp template, or the entry form and the template may be back-to-back on the 
same sheet. 

= Only one design per student may be entered into the contest. 


Entrants requesting their artwork back must include a stamped self-addressed envelope for its 
return. ROPEX is not responsible for lost, stolen or damaged entries.

Entries will be divided into in two divisions for students in grades 3-5 and 6-8. Up to ten finalists in 
each division will be selected and compete for monetary prizes of $50, $25, and $15 for first 
through third, respectively, chosen by a panel of RPA members. Parents will be notified before the 
show if their child has been selected as a finalist. 


The ROPEX Committee reserves the right not to award a prize(s) if a minimum number of entries 
are not entered in any grade group division. 


Awards will be formally presented at the ROPEX Rochester National Stamp Show on a date and 
time to be determined.
